ity to President Roosevelt to whittle 
down or eliminate entirely any appro- 
priation which congress makes—except 
allotments for veterans. 


If the senate concurs, there will be 


a drastic change in governmental pro- 
cedure, and the president will be able

Ihe Old-Age Insurance provisions of 
the Social Security Act means 3'^ per 
cent of the taxes paid, rather than 3V4 
per cent of total wage credits earned 
oy employes since January 1, 1937. 


This misunderstanding is in part re- 


sponsible for the fact that scores of 
claims uncier federal old-age insur- 
ance are stil [outstanding and unpaid 
in this area, John H. Cooter, manager 
if the field office of the Social Securi- 
,y Board at Texarkana, Ark., said Wed- 
nesday. 


"Several persons have informed us 


Lhat they were not filing their claims 
because they were too small," said 
Cooter, "One employe said his em- 
ployer had deducted a total of about 
$10 out of his wages, totaling approxi- 
mately $1,000, since- January I, 1937. 
He was much surprised when be was 
told that the 3¥d per cent (or $35 per 
$1,01)0) was related to the total wages 
he had earned in covered employment 
since December 31, 1936. This man 
had $35 coming to him—not thirty-five 
cents. 


"Ihere is another misconception. We 


have louncl that a large percentage of 
persons do not know that if a son, 
daughter or near relative in covered 
employment dies, the father, mother 
or nearest relative is entitled to file 
a claim for a lump-sum benefit pay- 
ment. 


"As the year.s go by tins will mean a 


large amount. Let us assume that a 
young man earns $1,000 a year for ten 
years and then dies. The lump pay- 
ment coining to the heirs— 3V:: per cent 
of the total wages of $10,000 ($35 per 
51,000)—would be $350." 


Since this lump-sum benefit is im- 


portant, not only for the worker him- 
self at age 65 but for his family if be 
should die before reaching age 
(15. 


Cooter urged that all employes be sure 
their employer is deducting the em- 
I 


ployes' share of one per cent from 
their wages if they are in covered em- 
ployment. He pointed out that extra 
or part-lime employes are also en- 
tilled to participate in paying old-age 
insurance taxes and thus be protected 
under the old-age insurance provis- 
ions as well as regular or full-tune 
employes. 


Cooler said all workers in covered 


employment who reach age 65 or die- 
before reaching age 65. after January 
1, 1937, are entitled to u lump-sum ben- 
efit payment of 3'a per cent (or $35 per 
$1,000) on their earnings since January 
1. 1937 up lo the dale of death or at- 
tainment of age 65. This federal uld- 
age insurance benefit should nol be 
confused with old-age assistance, or 
state "pensions" for the needy agoil 
with which il has no connection.

CNAPPIN'G hack nivl frniU views 
^ "f a subject in OUR picture is a 
novi'l idea, but it is one of tlie sim- 
plest tricks In photography. All olio 
needs is a mirror. 


The subject sits or stands cither 


in front of the mirror or barely lo 


side, looking into the glass. Tlia 


person taking the picture stands 
hack at a point where the camera 
finder shows both the back of the 
subject anil tho reflection in the 
mirror—anil snaps the picture. 


It is necessary, of course, to have 


suHk-ioni light, cither daylight or 
artificial. The light should come 
from one side, and fall upon thu sub- 
jri'l instead of on (lie mirror. Strong 
light nm-li as from an electric bulb 
should nut be allowed to strike the 
ramera k-ns, as it will spoil the pic- 
ture. 


The artificial light to use for snap- 


shots is that from amateur floodlight 
bulbs, but ordinary electric bulbs 
will serve for time exposures. With 
an ordinary 100-watt bulb and a box 
camera, loaded with supersensitive 
Him and opened to its largest lens 
opening, an exposure of five seconds 
will usually serve when the bulb is 
tlirce feet from the subject. Snap- 
shols call for two of the large-sized 
amateur flood bulbs in reflectors 
three to four feet from tbe subject. 
Most amateurs prefer the snapshot 
method, because It doe» not r*Qulr« 


the subject to remain still so long. 
When a time exposure is inadii the 
camera must bo rested on a table or 
other firm stand. 


Tho subject in a mirror picture 


should not stand too far from tho 
mirror, because that will make tho 
reflection too far away and too 
small. Also, it may bring the subject 
so close to the c-amera that be is out 
of focua. With a fixed-focus camera 
which is not meant for use closer 
than six feet, the subject's back 
should bo six feet from tbe lens 
when the picture is made. 


When using a focusing camera, 


remember that the reflection lies 
beyond the surface of tho mirror. 
l'"or instance, if the subject is throe 
feet in front of the mirror, tbe re- 
flection is throe, feet on the other 
side of tbe mirror. Hence, with the 
camera six feet, from the mirror, the 
worker would focus at nine feet. Or, 
to get everything sharp, he could 
focus for six feet and use a very 
small lens opening which gives more 
"depth of focus." 


If one has access to a dressing- 


table with a triple mirror, he can 
make four pictures in one—a back 
view of the subject, a full-face view, 
and two profiles. Tbe two profiles 
are obtained by adjusting tbe side 
wings of the mirror to tbe proper 
reflecting angle.

dered a military funeral and 21 
days of mourning. Byron's body 
jay in state. And on the 25th all 
out the heart was i-eturned to 
EnRland. The heart was buried at 
Missolonghi. Byron at Missolonghi 
is portrayed on a 1924 Grecian 
stamp, one of two Byron com- 
memoratives.

All the others said they were quitting. 


"We got together that winter at Co- 


lumbus, O.. and when we finished 
we had 11 leagues ready for the 1933 
campaigns, the lowest number in our 
history."

.a million dollars per day. That's why 
it was adopted.

Repeal of prohibition deprived gang 


chieftains of their principal source of 
income—suckers. So the mobsters be- 
gan looking around, and one of the 
first trings their greedy eyes fell upon 
was the numbers game, at that time 
thriving in a modest way in the negro 
and foreign sections of large cities. 


Ready-Made Suckers 


Here was a ready-male 
group of 


suckers—men and women who were 
blinded by the sight of 600-to-l odds;
